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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This action is responsive to communications: amendment, filed 8/10/2005, to the original application 
filed 5/8/2000. Instant application is a CIP of 09/323,598 (filed 6/1/1999), now U.S. Patent No. 6,199,077, 
which is a CIP of 09/208,740 (filed 12/8/1998), now U.S. Patent No. 6,412,073. The instant application is also a 
CIP of 09/550,348 (filed 4/14/2000). 

2. The rejection of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Joachims, Lieberman, 
and Iyengar has been withdrawn as necessitated by amendment. 

3. Claims 1-10 pending. Claims 1, 7 are independent claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new 
and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 



5. The claimed invention (as claimed in claims 7-10) is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

In regard to independent claim 7, the combined limitations of claim 7 can be interpreted as a series of 
mental and/or manual steps. Although elements of computer control appear to be present, nevertheless, the 
capture of URLs, usemames, and passwords can be mentally noted by a user, and manually given as a list to a 
third party system that happens to have a network connection. 

The examiner's suggestion of amending claim 7 to recite ''A computer implemented method for,..'' will 
serve to overcome this rejection. 
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In regard to dependent claims 8-10, claims 8-10 are rejected for fully incorporating the deficiencies of 
their respective base claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

7. Claims 7-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 101, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are currently moot.
